Where in any area the minimum rates of wags fixed under 
this notification are lower than the minimum rates nf wages f>*«d 
by the State Government for employees in the scheduled employment, 
of agriculture in respect of which it is the appropriate 
Government the higher rate shall be deemed as minimum wages 
fixed under the notification. 

3. (a)"Unski11ed wort" means work which involves simple 
operations requiring little or no skill or experience on the job; 

(b)"Semi-ski11ed wort" means work which involves some 
degree of skill or competence acquired through experience on the 
job and which is capable of being performed under the supervision 
or guidance of a skilled employee, and includes unskilled 
supervisory work; 

fc)"Skilled work" means work which involves skill or 
competence acquired through experience on the job or through 
training as an apprentice in a technical or vocational institute 
and the performance of which calls for intiative and judgement; 

(d)"Highly skilled work" means work which calls for a 
high degree of perfection and full competence in the performance 
of certain tasks acquired through intensive technical or 
professional training or practical work- experience for long 
years and also requires a worker to assume full responsibility 
for the judgement or decisions involved in the execution of these 
tasks. 

4. The minimum rates of wages include also the wages fm 
weekly day of rest. 

5. The minimum rates of wages are applicable to employees 

employed by contractors also. 

6. The Minimum rates of Wages for a disabled person shall be 
equal to that of an able bodied person of appropriate category. 

7. The Minimum rates of wages and special allowance 

(Variable Dearness Allowance) both constitute the minimum rate of 
wages to be enforceable under the Minimum Wages Act,1948 (11 of 
1948) . 

8. The minimum rates of wages given in the notification are 

treated as wages based on CPI for Industrial 

workers as on December,1997 and accordingly VDA will be hereafter 
based on CPI(IW).This is mainly because agricultural workers 
employed in establishments under Central sphere are mostly 
located in urban areas.
